IIALF-YEARLY REPORT BY THE DIRECTORS. 








‘Tur Directors have the pleasure of laying before the Shareholders the result of the Bank’s opera: 
tions for the half-year ending 30th June. 

During this period the value of money has undergone marked fluctuations, Early in January 
the demand for accommodation shewed a decided tendency to increase, so that the Bank’y circulation 
throughout the entire mouth did not fall much sbort of the limit allowed under the Charter. This 
fulness of circulation rendered it necessary at two sueczasive periods to raise the rates of Discount and 
Interest ftom 6 and 7 per Cent. to 8 and 9 per Cent. 

Consequent on the closing of the Government 54 per Cent. Loan on the 13th February following, 
the demunds on the Bank became excessive, and the rates were further inereased one per Cent. all round. 
The pressure at this date was greatly aggravated hy the sudden abstraction and the locking up of nearly 
38 Likhs of Ca; ital in connection with one of the Government Salt Sales which took place on the 
29th February. ‘To meet this extraordinary demand on the resources of the Bank and With the view 
of affording the utmost facilities to the public, without adding further to the Discount and Interest 
rates, the Directors deemed it expedient to make an arrangement with Government under which the 
tight of issue tended hy seventy-five additional Lakhs, on the Bank agreeing to pay Government 
at the rate of 5 per Cent. per annum on the excess of their authorized circulation. So great was the 
demand for accommodation at this period, that not less than 2 per Cent. per mensem was paid in the 
Bazar for short dated Loans, Towards the end of March the business of the Bank reverted to its 
ordinary channels, and successive falle in the rates of Interest took place durmg the following month, 
Tndeed so rapid was the reaction, that in April, May, and June the amount of Cash steadily increased 
trom a minimum of Rupees 1,11,13,561, to upwards of Rupees 2,36,00,000, ‘This repletion of Coit 
in the Colfers of the Bauk has beon areompanied Ly an unustal dulness and stagnation in all the staple 
articles of Trade, Money in consequence continues very abundant, and great difficulty is experience, 
in finding employment for it even at the Bazar rates of 34 to 4 per Cent. ‘The Directors howevd. 
hopefully Jouk forward to an early mitigation of the unfavorable features which have characterized 
the position of Mercantile affairs during the past three months. 

‘The Profits on the ordinary business of the Bank during the period embraced in the last half-year 
give a Dividend on the Paid-Up Capital at the rato of Rupees 13-9-11} per Cent. In addition however 
to the usnal fund availuble for end, the Directors are enabled out of profits realized on the Sales 
of Government Securities to declare a Dividend of 15 per Cent. and to carry over a surplus of Rupees 
8,276 to the credit of Reserve Fund. At 81st December last the balance of Reserve Fund stood at 
Rupees 2,39,925-1-9, out of which, in conformity with the Resolation passed at last Meeting of the 
Sharcholders, a sum of Rupees 30,000 was paid to Mr. H. J. Lee, the retiring Deputy Secretary. Thus 
the present outstanding Balance amounts to Rupees 2,18,201-1-9. 

For further details the Directors would refer the Shareholders to the appended Statementa of the 
Baak’s Liabilities and Assets and of Reccipts and Disbursements. 

With reward to the Ageney Department the Direetors have to state that the amount of Securities 
held in Deposit, notwithstanding numerous withdrawals for enfacement, is Rupees 5,00,15,256. The 
clear Piolit im this Department during the past half-year is Rupees 9205-14. 

‘The Directors are glad in being abte to add that’no positive lowes on the Bank’s business have 
been sustamed since the 3)st December last. Two overdue Bills of small amount, still outstanding, 
will, it is expected, be recovered in full. , 

Various Bills presently before the Legislative Council and affecting the interests of the Bank, 
continue 4o receive the earnest attention of the Direetors,

As a general rule in Official correspondence, 
except in cases of great importance, or when the 
communication ie a personal defence, or relating 
to the personal defence of a subordinate, enclosures 
should not be submitted. 


‘When submitting to superior authority a case 
‘on which comment is necessary, a public Officer 
should, as a geneial rule, himself, write a single 
letter, making his communication complete in 
itself, stating the subject of his reference fully, 
and setting out all the information that he has 
received on the subject, and every point neodssary 
to the perfect understanding of the case. 


‘When snbmitsing to superior authority a com- 
munication on which no comment is necersary, or 
at most a simple expression of assent or dissent, 
a public Officer should, as a general rule, forward 
such communication, or a copy of it by a memo- 
randum or endorsement. 





In all cases of a trivial and unimportant 
character, such as application for temporary or 
privilege leave, communieations relating to or- 
dinary contingent charges, und the like, the 
onginal communication from the first Officer 
should he forwarded through the usual channels, 
to the sanctioning authority, by whom it should 
De returned with the orders written upon it, In- 
termediate authorities, through whom the com- 
munication may have to pass before it reaches 
the sanctioning authority, should simply record 
upon it, in the form of a memorandum, their 
acquiescence or dissent, with a brief statement of 
grounds in the latter ease. 


No record should he kept in any Office of the 
cases relerred to in the preceding clause, other 
than an abstiact entry in w register. 


16. We believe that snch rules as these, if 
strictly enforeed Ly the Heads of the Departments, 
and the principal Distriet Authorities, would 
greatly reduce the amount of official writing, 
which 19 60 justly commented on in the Secretary 
of State’s Despatch. We attach, specially, great 
importance to the practice of forwarding papers 
Ly endorsement, and in minor eases, which have 
to pass through several different Offices, of passing 
on the original paper, and the returning of that 
paper to the writer, with the orders of Govern- 
meat or other final authority upon it. In the 
adoption of this practice, and in maintaining a 
strict discipline in the matter of submitting en- 
closures, the whole point appears to us lic, 





1T. It would also, in one class of cases, esson- 
tially reduce writing, and in some degree diminish 
the bulk of the Guselte, if the several Departments 
of the Supreme Government and the Local Go. 
vernments took note of orders issued in the 
Gazette, without requiring to he informed separate.
